‘Not Allowed to See Mayor. 

Rogers testified that the commit- 
tee .at Harrison withheld from 
| newspaper men the right to inter- 
yiew the Mayor or any of the citi- 
zens who had been whipped.

17, on a 
Missouri & North Arkansay train for 
Fureka Springs, 50 miles away, ar- 
riving at the latter place after much 
delay.
